Report of School Board. 


‘To the inhabitants of the town of Sunapee : 
The board of education respectfully submit the following report 
of the public schools of Sunapee for the year ending Feb. 15th, 1894: 
The school board organized with Edwin C. Fisher, president ; 
Elwin H. Bartlett, secretary; and E. R. Boyce, purchasing agent. 
' . We have hired experienced teachers for every division in the 
‘district, and most of them have taught the same school a number of 
terms. The successful teacher must be enthusiastic; also must pos- 
sess the art of governing pupils. ‘‘ Order is Heaven’s first law,’’ and 
but little can be accomplished in the school room without it. The 
teaching of good morals is of the highest importance to the schools. 
The best code of morals is to be found in the scriptures; but in this 
Christian land of America there is a great effort to get the Bible out 
of the schools rather than to keep it in them. We have some very 
good scholars in town, showing they have improved their time while 
in the school room. 

We wish all parents realized how much depends upon them, and 
try to impress upon their children the importance of punctuality in 
attendance, obedience to the rules of the school, and correct deport- 
ment at all times. Good attendance is the key to success in the 
school room, and the benefit secured to those that have constant and 
unbroken instruction cannot be overestimated. 

The whole interests of education are committed to those who 
are appointed to instruct the young, and to you must we mainly 
look for that intellectual and moral development which is the glory 
of a free people, and the only sure foundation of free institutions. 

We have repaired the school houses in divisions No. 2, 5, 6,7, 8 
and 9, the past year, and built a new house in division No. 1. Our 
school houses are in good repair, except one, and we would recom- 
mend that the district build a new hou3e2in that division the coming 
season.
